H arrisburg.— Federal 
subsidies to 
states were condemned by Governor 
Ritchie, of M aryland, in an address be­ 
fore the Pennsylvania State Chamber 
of Commerce at its annual m eeting 
here today. 
The system by which federal ap­ 
propriations to 
the states m ust be 
matched by the states and the states, 
in turn, agree to submit to federal 
supervision of the work for which the 
money is spent, he declared, tends “to 
destroy the principle of 
local 
self­ 
government, and so the system is in­ 
defensible as a governmental policy 
in this country.” 
“In actual operation,” he said, “the 
system is attended with the grossest 
inequalities 
and 
discriminations 
among the states, and yet the states 
which suffer most cannot withdraw 
from it, because their people would f 
still be taxed to raise the subsidies 


which would go to th e other states, 
and nothing a t all would come back 
fo r them. 
“It is one of the m ost prolific feed­ 
ers of waste and incompetence in the 
country today, because it is directly 
responsible for a large p art 
of the 
bureaucratic 
governm ent which has 
gripped W ashington and which has 
caused 
the 
personnel 
of 
federal 
bureaus to grow 25 per cent since 1914 
—the year the system began—and 
five times faster than the population 
of the country.” 
The system, Governor Ritchie as­ 
serted, “ought to be abolished, root 
and branch.” 
He subm itted figures 
to show th at the total cost of federal 
subsidies am ounts 
to 
m ore 
than 
$94,000,000 and this, he said, ought to 
be stricken from the federal budget 
and the money left in the states for 
their own local needs and purposes., 
Governor Ritchie 
presented data 
showing th at Nevada gets back in 
Federal Aid more than 317 per cent of 
all th at its people pay in income taxes; 
North Dakota more than 192 per cent, 
and South Dakota over 179 per cent, 
while 'Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Connecticut each get back less than 
one per cent of w hat th eir people pay. 
He made sim ilar comparisons with the 
total am ounts of federal taxes each 
state pays. '
